supplementary rations. 
"Don't permit 
j-ourselves in these grave times to be 
dragged into rioting and strikes" is 
the key sentence 
of t h e manifesto 
showing that not merely a n orderly 
demonstrative walkout but actual vio- 
lence is feared in the great mining and 
manufacturing-districts of Westphalia 
and Sicily. 
Finally there Is another of- 
ficial announcement that a great comb- 
.ing out of the war industries is neces- 
sary and imminent to revive men for 
the army. 
This gives the government 
any needed justification for sending to 
the front munitions workers who yield 
to temptation. T h e announcement de- 
clares that large numbers of workmen, 
formerly exempted fi-om military ser- 
vice so as to keep important industries 
working, must now be sent to the front. 
They will be replaced by men obtained 
under t h e military auxiliary 
service 
law and by women. 


Will B e Sent to Front. 


Some of the men taken f r o m t h e 
industries will be sent to fill the gaps 
resulting f r o m t h e tremendous casual- 
ties in the battles on t h e western front 
and others to permit the release of 
older men, particularly t h e fathers of 
families, while still others will serve 
as substitutes for skilled miners now 
with the colors, but more urgently re- 
quired in the coal mines. 


The newspapers markedly avoid any 
attention to the Swedish labor trou- 
bles, evidently concluding that 
these 
might serve as an evil example. The 
almost entire absence in the German 
newspapers of Wednesday 
afternoon 
and Thursday morning of dispatches 
regarding the Swedish disturbances is ! 
so significant as perhaps to indicate 
censorship on the subject. 


All in all, a strong ferment is evi- 
dent a m o n g the laboring masses caused 
by food conditions, including the reduc- 
tion of rations and the extreme cost of 
living and weariness of war.

Aisne and Champagne operations a r e 
thus: 


"First—The 
enemy was prevented 
from carrying out his own plan and 
instead had to abandon the initiative 
to the allies, thus completely dispos- 
ing of the famous Hindenburg scheme 
which was to be followed on the con- 
clusion of the retreat from Noyen. 
It 
also made 
inroads on the strategic 
reserves, which were to have carried 
out the scheme. 


"Second—The 
enemy was obliged 
to order his troops to hold out to the 
last extremity on t h e first line, but 
the whole line had been captured, a 
tacical .success to which must be added 
heavy 
losses in men, material and 
guns."

chinery of the new schools of farming 
which are springing up all over rural 
England for the purpose of teaching 
the rudiments to young women volun- 
teers for work on the land.. 


Of these schooi-s, one of the largest 
is close to London, on the borders of 
Epping Forest, which is to the British 
metropolis what Bronx Park is to New 
York. 
The school is on a large eccles- 
iastical 
estate 
known 
as 
"Copped 
Hall," where the girls are billetted in 
towering, Ja\i.sh buildings of ancient 
red brick, once the .shelter of hooded 
mf)nk3 and leisurely friars. 


The school boasts of ten 
"dummy 
cows," on which the would-be milk- 
maid.s must 
practicc 
milking. 
The 
duriimy consists of four

and an India rubber bag with four 
red rubber teats.

i esting. 
Best of all, 
the 
cows 
and 
horses take to the girl labor quite nat- 
urally. 
Girls are more 'sympathetic 
with the cows than men or boys. 
Even 
our vicious cows 
and 
'kickers' 
are 
much better behaved than they were 
in the old days of man labor. 
When a 
.nan i.s milking a kicking cow and she 
suddenly lashes out, he usually retal- 
iates by kicking back, and this double 
show of temper is bad for the cow and 
I worse for the milk. 
The girls don't 
I kick back, because a girl can't kick 
with

Advancement of Fort Wayne's essential part in the national pro- 
gram of food production is hami)crcd by the difficulty of getting men 
with teams to plow the soil. Response to the call for teams has been 
meager—so meager, indeed, that Mayor Hosey feels constrained to 
learn what authority he may have to resort to impressment. 


Nobody Avants employment of any measure so drastic if it can be 
avoided. This great work for increase of food supplies is a labor of 
humanity no less than of patriotism. All who are able in any way to 
help along with the work oAve that service to the government and the 
people, and it should be given Avithout grudge and Avithout delay. It 
is high time the soil Avas turned for the gardens and it cannot be turn- 
ed on any scale commensurate either Avith the need or the scalc of the 
movement for more food unless there be a lively response to the call 
foi help. 


Every man A\ ith a team and a plow who can spare a d.ay or a half 
day from the necessities of his o a v u case ought to give that service 
readily and freelj', though there is no purpose to require such labor 
without compensation entirely. 
The people of Fort 
Wayne 
have 
shown an admirable disposition to enlist for the A v o r k of food pro- 
duction. 
Much ground has been donated, many volunteer Avorkers 
have enlisted for service on the soil and there needs only that the es- 
sential Avork of ploAving the ground be taken care of at once. 


Men Avith teams and ploAvs can do for their goverament and na- 
tion a most valuable bit of helping at once Avith this Avork. Any con- 
siderable number of volunteers for ploAving Avould leave no great task 
for any of them and it Avould make a vast acreage available A v i t h i n a 
few days for the army of volunteer gardeners to get at the work they 
have assumed for the good of the nation. It is a season of the year 
Avhen all are busy enough eveii in normal times, but there can be some 
stressing by everybody to meet the urgent necessities of the country 
and the people. Give a day of plowing to the defense of the govern- 
ment. 


Tardy With the Land.

At the meeting of the mayors of Indiana cities, in Indianapolis, 
Thursday, to discuss further measures municipalities may take to pro- 
mote an increase of food production it Avas brought out that £^11 over 
the state oAvners of vacant lots display a strange reluctance to permit 
their idle property to be used. 


The mayors discussed means by A v h i c h slackers of this descrip- 
tion could be put under compulsion to permit the use of their land. It 
is to be hoped that some Avay can be found to impress such landoAvn- 
ers with a sense of the patriotic duty that all of us owe to the govern- 
ment and nation to serve during this Avar in whatever ways are open 
to service. The donation of idle land to food cultivation is an impera- 
tive service. No landowner A v i t h a proper understanding of patriotic 
duty Avill withhold this service. Increase in the production of food— 
admittedly the greatest stress of the United States and the nations 
on Avhose side America is noAV at war—can be brought about only by 
increase of the areas of cultivation. The land to be worked must lie 
where there are people to Avork it. That means mainly the land in 
and about the cities and toAA-^ns, where people dwell who may take odd 
tiimes from regular avocations to the raising of food crops. 


Land that about all cities and toAvns is commonly idle is the soil 
that must be used. This ought to be donated, but it ought to be had 
even if it must be conscripted. The necessities of war are no respectors 
of persons. What the nation must do to defend itself must be done. 
In the case of America increase of food supplies is the supervening 
-necessity at this time and nothing can be permitted to stand in the 
:yvay of that.

Fort Wayne jewel«rs may be called 
upon to part with their entire supply 
of platinum that Uncle Sam's war 
work may go on, according to word 
which local dealers havei received by 
letter and through their trade Jour- 
nals, 
The government uses platinum 
in the manufacture of an acid that is 
essential to the manufacture of ex- 
plosives, and jewelers' national asso- 
ciations have promised to aid in the 
cornering of the entire supply in the 
country that the war work may not 
be hampered. 


"There are only about 3,000 ounces 
of platinum in the whole country," 
said one jeweler. 
"Since the 
war 
started European countries have ab- 
solutely stopped the shipment of pla- 
tinum out of their boundaries except 
under the most stringeat of special or- 
ders, 
Realizing that there may be 
need for every single ounce, of 
this 
supply the government has not only 
asl^ed jewelers to stand ready to sur- 
render their supply of it but also to 
discourage customers from purchas» 
ing it in any form,"

Peo- 
ple must also play, but they should 
play in the sunlight. 


A prominent medical journal says: 
"The movement for prolonging 
the 
usefulness of daylight is one of the 
most important hygienic amelioi-ations 
that can now be made for all classes 
of 
people. 
Doubtless 
the 
working 
classes would benefit even more than 
most others." 
Certainly if there ever 
was a time when the health of the 
city and the nation should be kept as 
nearly perfect as possible, it Is right 
now, when there is so much to be done 
and so few to do it. 


The "Daylight 
Saving" 
plan will 
give us thirty-one more hours of day- 
light between 6 o'clock and sunset dur- 
ing the month of 
May 
alone. 
The 
month of June would give us another 
thirty houi-s, and the month of July 
another thirty hours—ninety hours of 
extra sunlight after the day's work is 
done in three months alone. 
Possi- 
bly the best thing about the whole 
plan is that this extra daylight can bo 
obtained by the simple expedient of 
turning the clock ahead one 
hour, 
which means as far as our habits are 
concerncrt that we all arise at the sanie 
time as usual, eat our meals at the 
same time as usual and go to bed at 
the regular hour. 
We have obtained 
all the benefits of the extra sunlight 
without the mental and physicial ex- 
ertion of making oui'selves tumble out 
of bed an hour 
or 
so earlier than 
usual by the clock. 
For we are all 
ci-eatures of the clock. 
We rise and 
eat and sleep when the clock tells us 
to, regardless of the position of the sun 
in the heavens.

I found many mines 
shut down on account of shortage of labor, many miners enlisting, (400 miners of Harlan, Ky., 
enlisting so far this month) and where they are not enlisting, they have taken up farming in re- 
sponse to President Wilson's appeal. Then, there IS a car shortage in all fields. The Ohio field 
is getting very bad on account of the above reasons, as well as embargoes issued by many of the 
Ohio railroads against allowing their cars going.beyond Toledo, keeping them in the lake trade 
between Toledo docks and the mines. The Hocking Valley E. B. will not allow any of their fifty 
ton cars to be used for any other purpose except coal for lake shipment only. Now, what are 
YOU doing to protect yourself and your customers with a supply of coal?| Are YOU urging them 
to put in their supply now, as far as they can? Are YOU stocking up? All the many operators 
I talked with declare the coal situation next fall and winter is going to be much worse than last. 
The entire northwest is out of coal, which must be supplied, and steam plants are demanding 
nearly double their normal demands. This, with the scarcity of labor and coal cars, which are 
being used for other purposes, leaves us face to face with the serious question 


"WHAT ARE WE GOING TO DO? " 


We suggest that you make a special campaign to get your customers to take all the coal they 
can store now.

L E S S O N FOR APRIL 2 9 


JE8U8 WELCOMED AS KING. 


LESSON TBXT-John 12:12-1». 
GOLDEN THJXT—Blessed is the King 
of Israel that cometh In the name of the 
Lord—John 32:13. 


This lesson marks the beginning of 
that last tragic week in the life of 
our Lord, the most important week in 
all history since creation. 
The date 
was probably April 1, A. D. 30. 


f. The Lesson of His Kinship, ( w . 
12-16). 
Reading carefully the record 
of each evangelist, regarding this tri- 
umphal entry, we are still at a loss 
fully to describe the scene. 
It oc- 
curred the day following the supper in 
the home of Mary and Martha and 
Lazarus. 1. e. on the Jewish Sabbath. 
From Bethphage Jesus sent two of 
his disciples into Jerusalem to secure 
the colt. They were to loose him with- 
out asking anyone's permission, and 
bring the ass and her colt to him to 
whom all things belong, with no other 
explanation than. "The Lord hath need 
of them" (Matt. 21:3). This command 
was In line with the prophecy (Zech. 
9:9). The young ass was a symbol of 
peace, but the going of the disciples. 
In obedience to his command, was an 
act of faith, and obedience is the su- 
preme 
test 
of 
discipleship 
(.Tohn 
15:14). 
In response to their faith, 
they found everything Just as he said 
It would be (Luke 19:32). 
Placing 
their garments upon the colt (Matt 
21:7) Jesus rode upon It toward the 
city, the people crying. "Hosanna"— 
literally. "Save, t beseech" (Ps. 19:37- 
40; see Luke 19:38; Mk. 11:9-10; Matt. 
21:9). The enthusiasm of the moment 
was tremendous. For the moment this 
great crowd (Mk. 11:8) believed that 
Jesus was really the Messiah, threw 
the garments of their holiday^attire in 
his way (Matt. 21:8), and cast their 
palm branches before him. The Phari- 
sees protested (Luke 19:39-40), but the 
enemies of .Tesus for the moment were 
Impotent (John 12:19). 
The Phari- 
sees forgot their dignity to such an 
extent as to get excited along with the 
multitude, though with another pur- 
pose (See Luke 19:37-40). 
Unfor- 
tunately the enthusiasm of the peo- 
ple was not long-lived. 
Many of the 
same ones were soon crying, "Crucify 
him" (Ch. 19:14-15). 
.Tesus himself 
did not join In the general joy (Luke 
19:41-44), for he, with prophetic eye, 
saw the outcome (Luke 19:41-44). 


II. The Lesson of Reverence (vv. 17- 
19.) 
It is one thing to acknowledge 
Jesus as a King. It is quite another to 
revere him as Lord and Savior, 
Never 
was there a time when we need more 
to have reverence for things holy and 
for 
constituted 
authority 
than the 
present day. The act of reverence on 
the part of this multitude for the God- 
anointed King ought to be a suggestion 
to those who look upon Jesus merely 
as a man. 


Ride triumphantly; 
Behold we lay 
Our lusts and proud wills In Thy way, 


Jesus' grief !s In strange contrast 
with the joy of the multitude. The 
practical application for us today is: 
"Have we cast our talents before him, 
God's rightfully anointed KIngr' There 
had been a large company of people 
present when Jesus was at the tomb 
of Lazarus, and raised him from the 
dead. 
The testimony of these eye- 
witnesses to the power of Jesus must 
have had great weight with the multi- 
tude. The enthusiasm of this crowd 
for Jesus excited the hatred of the 
Pharisees, making it all the more In- 
tense, for they saw the crowd forsak- 
ing them, and following one whom 
they envied and hated. To one anoth- 
er they exclaimed, "Behold, how ye 
prevail nothing." 
Notice the personal 
pronoun "ye," seeking to lay the fault 
upon others rather than taking their 
own share of the burden, 
another 
touch of human nature which is evi- 
dent even today. 


III. The Lesson of the Greek Pif. 
grim» (vv. 20-2G). These Greeks came 
first 
to Philip, who himself was a 
Greek. 
The hour had come (v. 23) 
when the work of Jesus for the Jews 
was to be 
finished. 
The Jews had 
been threatened with Greek religion, 
and that assault had been stopped by 
the Pharisees. 
Christ came first to 
the Jews that through them he might 
reach the Gentiles. Now his work for 
the Jews Is done. He rejoices as he 
sees the Greeks coming to him, for It 
was to be in Greek dress and in Greek 
form of expression that Christianity 
was to conquer the world. 
But this 
rejoicing is tinged with sorrow, for it 
was a prophecy of the price that he 
must pay for the redemption of the 
world. 


The Son of Man was glorified by hla 
death; he was glorified by his recep- 
tion on the part of the Gentiles; he 
was glorified by the approval of the 
Father. 


Verse 24 expresses one of the most 
tremendous facts In the life of Jesus 
(Cf. I Cor. 15:36).

that he 
reached and ennobled, and< the effect 
of his life on the practical affairs of 
the world, the hospitals and every 
movement for the advancement and 
the well-being of mankind which can 
b» traced to the influence of his life.

In the larger cities the housekeep- 
er's menu has become limited by gov- 
ernmental degree forbidding the sale 
of meats and pastries on certain days 
of the week, but otherwise the cost 
of food had hardly doubled. 
In the 
country towns and on" the farms lit- 
tle or no attention is paid to such re- 
strictions and there food is scarcely

dearer than before the war except for 
meat, sugar and coffee. 
While only

ding the sale of meat or. Thunsdays 
and Fi-idays, and of 
cakes, 
pasti-y. 
honey and chocoiato 
on 
Saturdays. 
Sundays and Mondays, have not hm- 
ited 
consumption 
but 
encouraged j 
speculation in all foods. 
When sugar' 
was raised, it became difficult to buy 
and can now only be had in 5-cent 
packages, or on a purchase of coffee. 
When meat sales were restricted, eggs 
were sold at 5 to 6 cents each or were 
stored for a rise until huge quantities 
were confiscated by the government, j 
The difficulties of housekeping have j 


become such in the large cities that 
sugar, eggs and other articles cannot 
be obtained by family cooks, unless 
some member of the servant's family 
has political influence. 
For this rea- 
son it is not unusual to see diplomats, 
ambassadors, ministers, 
consuls and 
other foreign ofHcials going to market 
and carrying home their own pack- 
age.s. since the storekeepers dare not 
refuse them tha .irtlclRS refused the 
servants. 


Ambassador Thomas 
N'elson 
Page 
has been one of the persons in Rome 
to try to solve the flour, ham and 
sugar problem by making an impor- 
tation from the United 
States. At 
present his is the only family of the 
.\merican colonv' in Italy which has as 
much as a barrel of sugar on hand. 


Some American families 
gave up 


, hou.sekeeping and went 
to 
live in 
' hotels but there, since the food restric- 
; tions. they are unable to get butter 
i with their bread at breakfast, and in 
many cases have to substitute honey 
' for sugar in their coffee, a food sub- 
stitute not unlike the molasses sweet- 
ening prevalent during the civil war 
in the United States.

.Pennsy Directors Authorize 
Their President to Pre- 
pare for War. 


The directors of the Pennsylvania 
railroad, at their meeting Wednesday, 
adopted a resolution empowering the 
president of 
the 
company to take 
whatever 
action may, in his judg- 
ment, be necessary to make the com- 
•iny's organization and facilities of 
le greatest possible utility and serv- 
;e to the government in the prepara- 
ion for. and conduct of the war. For 
this purpose he is authorized to make 
such use, both of the organization and 
of the facilities of the railroad, as will, 
in his opinion, best conduce to that 
end. 


This step" was taken in conformity 
to, and in ratification of, the action 
decided upon at the meeting of rail- 
road executives 
in 
Washington, on 
April n t h , in which Mr. Sa.muel Rea, 
president of (he Pennsylvania 
rail- 
road. was a participant. 


At that meeting the executives en- 
tered into a pledge "that during the 
present war they will co-ordinate their 
operations 
in a 
continental railway 
system, merging during such 
period 
all their merely individual and com- 
petitive activities in the effort to pro- 
duce a maximum or national transpor- 
tation efficiency." 


As a resiilt of the pledge the direc- 
tion of the continental r a i l w a y .system 
was placed in the hands of the exe- 
cutive committee of the special com- 
mitteé on 
national 
defense 
of the 
American Railway association. 


The resolution adopted todaj^ by the 
directors of the Pennsylvania railroad, 
accepting and confirming the .action 
of the executives at Washington, fol- 
lows: 


' Resolved, That this board, in full 
and hearty accord with the object and 
intention of the executives, and with 
the desire to co-operate to the utmost 
extent 
possible with the council of 
national 
defense. 
hereby 
endorse, 
ratify and confirm 
their action and 
that of the president of the company 
at such meeting, and to the end that 
tlie facilities of this company may be 
of the greatest service to the govern- 
ment in its preparations for, and con- 
duct of, tl\e war, hereby empower the 
president of this company to take such 
action and make such use of its organ- 
ization and facilities as, in his judg- 
ment. will best conduce to the attain- 
ment of that end."

London, April 27.—Communal feed- 
ing will be established 
on 
a 
large 
scale in London this month, under the 
direction of the food controller. 
The 
kitchen of the largest hotel in Lon- 
don will be utilized for preparing' the 
food, which will be distributed over 
a wide area by means of local depots. 


The intention at present, is not so 
much to provide cheap-food for poor 
person.s, as to provide economically 
prepared food for all classes, the idea 
being thus to conserve available sup- 
plies. 
Mrs. Pember Reeves, 
woman 
director of the food controller's office, 
defined the purpose of the new move 
as follows: 


"We shall have a central kitchen 
where food can be cooked in the most 
economical way, so that the best pos- 
sible use is made of the supplies avail- 
able. 
We shall not bake bread. 
We 
shall hope by providing nouri.shing and 
palatable meals to get people to eat 
more of their 
meat ration and 
so 
lighten the consumption 
of 
bread, 
which is the most important thing just 
now. 
Wc shall take foods that are 
comparatively plentiful, such as the 
.salted fish which is tomTng on the 
markets in large quantities, and make 
it into a great variety of attractive 
dishes. 
It is not a question of money- 
saving, but for proving that the sound 
scientific handling of food by a skilled 
staff is ceonomy in food. 


"With such a kitchen we ought to be 
able to feed 10.000 persons with the 
same food which 
would 
have 
fed 
5,000 if prepared in badly managed 
private kitchens. 
We shall be ready 
to supply meals to dukes and duch- 
esses from the kitchen as well as work- 
ing people. 
It will not be a restaurant, 
but a distributing center from which a 
large number of local depots'are sup- 
plied daily with prepared food for sale. 
There is no question of philanthrophy. 
It is hoped that the kitchen will be 
self-supporting. 
At the present time 
many poor people cannot afford the 
meat ration, but we hope that we shall 
encourage 
the 
eating 
of 
meat 
as 
against bread by supplying it in an 
economical forni. 


"The plan will depend upon the co- 
operation of the local authorities, who 
are taking a practical Interest in it. 
Committees formed under the munic- 
ipalities will control the local depots, 
arranging methods of distribution."

France as lecturer for the Hyde Foun- 
dation. 


"Nowhere have I found any lack of 
courage, any lack of joy, any lack of 
willingness to work for victory," said 
Mr. Carter. "The joyousness of France 
in this moment of crisis is not the su- 
perficial thoughtlessness of those who 
are afraid to think. It is the calm hap- 
piness of those who cannot fail and 
who know that they cannot fail be- 
cause they are seeking, after 
those 
things which are not of the earth and 
must therefore continue for that very 
reason 
because, 
Avithout them, 
the 
earth would become a madhouse. 
The 
greatest things ai'e always simple and 
tlie French today are simple as Abra- 
ham Lincoln was in our civil war. 


"There is no hatred even for the Ger- 
man, there is instinctive abhorence but 
no wasting of words over symptoms 
and acts which belong in the realm of 
pathological psychology. 
Common de- 
cency draws a veil over these things 
and leaves them to the physician who 
at the end will doubtless write the ver- 
dict and give his full skill to drawing 
up 'the post-mortem;' meantime it is 
day and we must work in the day while 
our strength and our courage is with 
us. 


"Of course there is a natural ob- 
jectivity about any people.engaged in 
a great work. They forget themselves 
in the enormous importance of what 
they are doing. This is nature's anaes- 
thetic. 


"In a small village i was in the may- 
or's office looking at the notices on the 
walls, 
I observed two sheets of paper 
containing the various citations of a 
young man who had been mentioned in 
September, 1914, and several 
times 
thereafter, 
receiving 
the 
Croix 
de 
Guerre and finally dying heroically in 
October, 1916. 
I said to the mayor: 
'What a beautiful career! 
Did you 
know this boy?' 
The answer came 
perfectly calm, 
accomplished 
by 
a 
smile of deep appreciation: 
'He was 
my son. He was a brave boy, and only 
twenty.' 


"The mayor smiled very thoughtfully 
as he said these last words and turned 
back to his business which happened 
to be the collecting of dog taxes, but 
I did the weeping for him and won- 
dered as I looked out on the little vil- 
lage equare so that ho would not see 
me wiping my eyes, how anyone could 
doubt for a moment that those who 
had conquered themselves a"ij those 
people have could fail to 
conquer 
those who had loat all eelf-control."

Envoy Dechair Tells of the 
Thrills That Follow 
U-Boat Capture. 


Washington, D. C., April 27.—Rear 
Admiral Sir Dudley R. S. Do Chair, the 
veteran naval officer of Great 
Brit-^ 
ain's war commission to the 
United 
States, gave a group of 
Washington 
newspaper 
correspondents 
here 
a 
first-hand 
.story of some of his ex- 
periences 
during 
the 
two years 
he 
commanded a patrol fleet chasing Ger- 
man submarines. 
Without 
minimiz- 
ing the gravity of the submarine men- 
ace, he confidently predicted that it 
would be overcome. 


Commenting 
on 
suggestions 
that 
Germany might undertkke a subma- 
rine campaign on the American coast, 
tlie admiral said this would not be 
profitable from tlie German point of 
view without extensive supply 
bases 
on this side of the Atlantic. 


U. S. Navy Told Wnr Secrets. 


The admiral spoke of the memorable 
lessons the allies liad learned in the 
•*var, and said he and hi.s colleagues 
had come to place them at the dis- 
Ijosal of the American government. 


"I only wish," he said, "that I could 
tell you the number of German sub- 
marines that we have sunk. 
Unfor- 
tunately, 
however, 
that 
is a 
naval 
secret, as also are the means of detec- 
tion of submarines and of combatting 
them, which it will be necessary 
to 
guard in closest secrecy until the end 
of the war. 
Your navy has been f u r - 
nished with full details, however, by 
the present mission. 


The prospect of submarines appear- 
ing in American waters was then dis- 
cussed by Admiral De Chair.

house last Tuesday evening.

Raguse was charged 
with 
having 
stated tnat the only way to arouse pa- 
triotism in the United States was by 
destroying jiroperty or destroying lives, 
lie also said he believed that the Maine 
was intentionally blown up for the pur- 
pose of ai ousing the spirit of patriot- 
i.sni in this country. 


The expulsion of Raguse followed a 
formal demand on him to sign a re- 
tiiiction whloh was drafted by a spe- 
cial conmiittee of the senate and pre- 
sented to him a t the b a r of the senate, 
lie filjKolutely refused to sign the re- 
traction. 


Pleads for Open Trial. 


Senator Arnold, one of his fellow .so- 
cialists, pleaded 
that 
the 
expulsion 
re.solution be laid over for one week 
and that the accused senator be given 
an open trial and be allow^ed to be rep- 
resented by attorney. 
Arnold'.s motion 
was rejected by a vote of 5 to 2.8, Sen- 
ators Anderson and Schultz, republic- 
ans, voting with tho three 
socialists 
for the motion. 


Raguse, who represents the P^ighth 
senatorial district in Milwaukee, 
and 
who was a clerk in a mercantile estab- 
lishment there when elected to office, 
defiantly told the senate that if he were 
expelled he intended to be a candidate 
for re-election when a special election 
was held to fill the vacancy in his office 


and he declared that he would be re- 
elected by a larger vote t h a n he re- 
ceived last fall.

Raguse presented a statement 
which he offered to sign, but it was 
unsatisfactory to the thirty republican 
and democratic senators and they re- 
fused to accept it. 


Raguse said in his statement t h a t his 
r e m a r k s of Tuesday evening had been 
misconstrued and that he had not in- 
tended them to convey 
the 
thought 
that he was disloyal. 
He declared in 
his statement t h a t he was loyal and 
patriotic. 
He was allowed to have the 
statement spread upon the senate jour- 
nal, but it did not stop the proceedings 
to expel him. 


The resolution of expulsion declared 
that Raguse was guilty of contempt, 
disorderly behavior, and conduct unbe-

A manifesto from the four big 


miners' unions warns their members 
against reckless action because of the 
unsatisfactory food conditions and the 
failure of some municipalties and local 
authorities to provide the necessary 
supplementary rations. "Don't permit 
yourselves In these grave times to be 
dragged into rioting and strikes" is

This gives the government 
any needed justification for sending to 
the front munitions workers who yield 
to temptation. The announcement de- 
clares that large numbers of workmen, 
formerly exempted from military ser- 
vice so as to keep important industries 
working, must now be sent to tho front. 
They will be replaced by men obtained 
under the military auxiliary service 
law and by women. 


Will Be Sent lo Front. 


Some of the men taken from the 


industries will be sent to fill the gaps 
resulting from tho tremendous casual- 
ties in the battles on the western front 
and others to permit the release of 
older men. particularly the fathers of 
families, while still others will servo 
as substitutes for skilled miners now 
with the colors, but more urgently re- 
quired in the coal mines. 


The newspapers markedly avoid any

Fort Wayne jewelers may be called 


upon to part with their entire supply 
of platinum that Uncle Sam's war 
work may go on, according to word 
which local dealers have received by 
letter and through their trade jour- 
nals. 
The government uses platinum 


in the manufacture of an acid that is 
essential to the manufacture of ex- 
plosives, rand jewelers' national asso- 
ciations have promised to aid in the 
cornering of the entire supply in the 
country that the war work may not 
be hampered. 
"There are only about 3,000 ounces 


of platinum in the whole country," 
said one jeweler. 
"Since the war 


started European countries have ab- 
solutely stopped the shipment of pla- 
tinum out of their boundaries except 
under the most stringest of special or- 
ders. 
Realizing that there may be 


need for every single ounce of this 
supply the government has not only 
asked jewelers to stand ready to sur- 
render their supply of it but also to 
discouragd customers from purchas- 
ing it in any form."

This great work for increase of food supplies is a labor of 
humanity no less than of-patriotism. All who are able in any w«y to 
help along with the work owe that service to the government and tins 
people, and it should be giv^n without grudge and without delay. It 
is high time the soil was turned for the gardens and it cannot be turn- 
ed on any scale commensurate cither with the need or the scale of the 
movement for more food unless there be a lively response to the call 
for help. 


Every roan with a team and a plow who can spare a day or a half 


day from the necessities of his own case ought to give that service 
readily and freely, though there is 110 purpose to require such labor 
', without compensation entirely. The people of Fort "Wayne have 


shown an admirable disposition to enlist for the work of food pro- 
duction. Much ground has been donated, many volunteer workers 
have enlisted for service on the soil and there needs only that the es- 
sential work of plowing the ground be taken care of at once. 


Men with teams and plows can do for their government and na- 


tion a most valuable bit of helping at once with this work. Any con- 
siderable number of volunteers for plowing would leave no great task 
for any of them and it would make a vast acreage available within a 
few days for the army of volunteer gardeners to get at the work they 
have assumed for the good of the nation. It is a season of the year 
when all are busy enough even in normal times, but there can be sonic 
stressing by everybody to meet the urgent necessities of the country 
and the people. Give a day of plowiug to the defense of the govern- 
ment.

At the meeting of the mayors of Indiana cities, in Indianapolis/ 


^Thursday, to discuss further measures municipalities may take to pro- 
mote an increase of food production it was brought out that all over 
the state owners of vacant lots display a strange reluctance to permit 
their idle property to be used. 


The mayors discussed means by which slackers of this descrip- 


tion, could be put under compulsion to permit the use of their land. It 
is to be hoped that some way can be found to impress such landown- 
ers with a sense of the patriotic duty that all of us owe to the govern- 


:"rnent and nation to serve during this war in whatever ways are open 


to service. The donation of idle land to food cultivation is an impera- 
tive service. No landowner with a proper understanding of patriotic 
duty will withhold this service. Increase in the production of food— 
admittedly the greatest stress of the United States and the nations 
on whose side America is now at war—can be brought about only by 
.increase,of the areas of cultivation. The land to be worked must lie 
where there are people to work it. That means mainly the land in 
and about the cities and towns, where people dwell who may take odd 
times from regular avocations to the raising of food crops. 


Land that about all cities and towns is commonly idle is the soil 


that must be used. This ought to be donated, but it ought to bo had 
even if it must be conscripted. The necessities of war arc no rcspectors 
of persons. What the nation must do to defend itself must be done. 
In the case of America increase of food supplies is the supervening 
necessity at this time and nothing can be permitted to stand in the 
way of that. 


Happily, in this community, there is a readier response to the 


need than is reported from some other Indiana cities. But there still 
is much ground that can be offered.

I found many mines 
shut down on account of shortage of labor, many miners enlisting, (400 miners of Harlan, Ky., 
enlisting so far this month) and where they are not enlisting, they have taken up farming in re- 
sponse to President Wilson's appeal. Then, there IS a car shortage in all fields. The Ohio field 
is getting very bad on account of the above reasons, as well as embargoes issued by many of the 
Ohio railroads against allowing their cars going.beyond Toledo, keeping- them in the lake trade 
between Toledo docks and the mines. The Hocking Valley R. R. will not allow any of their fifty 
ton cars to be used for any other purpose except coal for lake shipment only. Now, what are 
YOU doing to protect yourself and your customers with a supply of coal?) Are YOU urging them 
to put in their supply now, as far as they can? Are YOU stocking up? All the many operators 
I talked with declare the coal situation next fall and winter is going to be much worse than last. 
The entire northwest is out of coal, which must be supplied, and steam plants are demanding 
nearly double their normal demands. This, with the scarcity of labor and coal cars, which are 
being used for other purposes, leaves us face to face with the serious question 


"WHAT ARE WE GOING TO DO?"

LESSON FOR APRIL 29 


JESUS WELCOMED AS KING. 


UBSSOX TEXT—John 12:12-15. 
GOLDEN TEXT— Blessed is the KJng 


of Israel that cometh in the name of the 
Lord—John 12:13. 


This lesson marks the befrinning of 


that last tragic week in the life of 
onr Lord, the most Important week in 
all history since creation. The date 
was probably April 1. A. D. 30. 


I. The Lesson of His Kinship. (TV. 


12-10). Rending carefnlly the record 
of each evangelist, regarding this tri- 
umphal entry, we are still at a loss 
fully to describe the scene. 
It oc- 


curred the day following the supper in 
the home of Mary and Martha and 
Lazarus, I. e. on the Jewish Sabbath. 
From Bethphage Jesus sent two of 
his disciples Into Jerusalem to secure 
the colt. They were to loose him with- 
out asking anyone's permission, and 
bring the HSS and her colt to him to 
whom all things belong, with no other 
explanation than. "The Lord hath need 
of them" (Matt. 21:3). This command 
was in line with the prophecy (Zech. 
9:9). The young nss was a symbol of 
pence, but the going of the disciples. 
In obedience to his command, was an 
act of faith, and obedience is the su- 
preme test of 
disciplcship 
(John 


15:14). In response to their faith, 
they found everything just as he said 
It would be (Luke 33:32). 
Placing 


their garments upon the colt (Matt 
21:7) Jesus rode upon It toward the 
city, the people crying. "Hosanna"— 
literally. "Save. I beseech" (Ps. 19:37- 
40: see Luke 19:38: Mk. 11 *-10; Matt. 
21:!)). The enthusiasm of the moment 
wns tremendous. For the moment this 
great crowd (Mk. 11:8) believed that 
Jesus wns renlly the Messiah, threw 
the garments of their holiday attire In 
his way (Matt. 21:8). and cast their 
palm branches before him. The Phari- 
sees protested (I,nkf> 19:39-40), but the 
enemies of Jesus for 1he moment were 
Impotent (John 12:19). The Phari- 
sees forgot their dignity to such an 
extent as to Ret eicitod along with the 
multitude, though with another pur- 
pose (Sec Luke 19:37-40). 
Unfor- 


tunately the enthusiasm of the peo- 
ple was not long-llvod. Many of tho 
same ones were soon crying, "Crucify

Jesus himself 


did not Join In the general Joy (Luke 
19:41-44), for he. with prophetic eye, 
saw the outcome (Luke 19:41-44). 


II. The Lesson of Reverence (TT. 17- 


10.) . It is one thing to acknowledge 
Jesus us n King. It Is quite nnother to 
revere him as Lord nnd Rnvlor. Never 
was there a time when we nord more 
to have reverence for things hnly nnd 
for constituted authority than the 
present day. The act of reverence on 
the part of this multitude for the God- 
anointed King ought to he a suggestion 
to those who look upon Jesus merely j 
as a man. 


Ride triumphantly; 
' 
Beheld wo lay 
Our lusts nnd proud wills in Thy way. 
Jesus' grief Is In strange contrast 


with the Joy of the multitude. Tho 
practical application for us today Is: 
"Have we cast our talents before him, 
God's rightfully anointed King?" There 
h.nd been a large company of people 
present when Jesus was at the tomb 
of Lazarus, nnd raised him from tho 
dead. 
The testimony of those eye- 


witnesses to the power of Josus must 
have Iind great weight with tile multi- 
tude. The enthusiasm of this crowd 
for Jesus excited the hatred of the 
Pharisees, making It nil the more In- 
tense, for they saw the crowd forsak- 
ing them, and following one whom 
they envied and hated. To one anoth- 
er they exclaimed, "Behold, how ye 
prevail nothing." Notice the personal 
pronoun "ye," seeking to lay the fault 
upon others rather than taking their 
own share of the burden, another 
touch of human nature which Is evi- 
dent even today. 


III. The Lesson of the Greek Pit- 


grlms (vv. 20-26). These Crooks cnme 
first to Philip, who liimself. was a 
Crook. The hour hnd corne (v. 23) 
whon the work of Jesus for the Jews 
was to lie finished. The Jews had 
been threatened with Greek religion, 
and Hint assault hnd been stopped by 
the Pharisees. 
Christ came first to 


the Jews that through them he might 
reach the Gentiles. Now his work for 
the Jews is done. He rejoices as he 
sees the Greeks coming to him, for it 
was to be in Greek dress nnd in Greek 
form of expression that Christianity 
was to conquer the world. But this 
rejoicing is tinged with sorrow, for it 
was a prophecy of the price that he 
must pay for the redemption of tho 
world. 


The Sin of Man was glorified by his 


death; ho was glori'Vd by his recep- 
tion on the part of the Gentiles; he 
was glorified by the approval of the 
Father. 


Verse 24 expresses one of Ihe most 


tremendous farts In the life of Jesus 
(Cf. I Cor. 15:36). 


Think of the rich fruits of Christ's 


death, the countless livos that ho 
reached nnd ennobled, and the effect 
of Lis life on the practical affairs of 
the world, the hospitals and every 
movement for the advancement and 
the well-being of mankind which can 
bo traced to the influence of his life.

London. April 21.—Communal feed- 


ing will be established 
on a large 


scjile in London this month, under the 
direction of the food controller. 
The 


kitchen of the largest hotel in Lon- 
don will be utilized for preparing the j 
food, whii-h will Ije distributed over i 
n wide area by means of local depots. ! 


The intention at present, is not so I 


much to provide cheap food for poor j 
persons, as to provide economically 
prepared food for all classes, the idea 
being thus to conserve available sup- 
plies. 
Mrs. Pember Reeves, woman 


director of the food controller's office, 
defined the purpose of the new move 
as follows: 


"We shall have a central kitchen 


where food can be cooked in the most 
economical way. so that the best pos- 
sible use is made of the supplies avail- 
able. 
AVe shall not bake bread. 
We 


shall hope by providing nourishing and 
palatable meals to Ret people to cat 
more of their meat ration and so 
lighten the consumption of 
bread, 


which is the most important thine just 
now. 
\Vo shall take foods that arc 


comparatively plontiful, sin-h as the 
salted fish which is '.••rn'.ip.s ',-n the 
markets in larjse quanlities. and make 
it into it great variety oC attractive 
dishes. It is not a question of money- 
saving, but for provinc that th« sound 
scientific handling of food by a skilled 
staff is economy in food. 


"With such a kitchen we ouiarht to be 


able to feud 10.000 persons with the 
same food which 
would 
have fed 


E,000 if prepared in badly managed 
private kitchens. Wo shall be ready 
to suppfy meals to dukes and duch- 
esses from the kitchen as well as work- 
ing people, it will not be a. restaurant, 
but a distributing center from which a 
large number of local depots are sup- 
plied daily with prepared food for sale. 
There is no quoBthm of philanthrophy. 
Jt is hoped that the kitchen will bo 
self-supporting. 
At the. present time 


many poor people cannot afford the 
moat ration, but we hope that we shall 
cnrmiraBB tho eatiiiK of meat as 
anuinst brenrt by supplying it in an 
economical form, 


"Tho plan will depend upon the co- 


operation of the local authorities, who 
arc taking .a practical interest in it. 
Committees formed under tho munic- 
ipalities will control the local depots. 
arranKlnir methods of distribution.-"

MadUon. Wls., April Z7.—State Sen- 


ator Frank Raguse. uf Mllwaukue. one 
of the threw oociallst members of the 
Wisconsin state senate, last nitrht was 
formally nnd dramatically expelled 
from membership in that body for re- 
fusing to retract alleged disloyal state- 
ments made by him on the floor of tlio 
house last Tuesday evening. Tho votu 
on expulsion was 30 to 3. Raguso and

ing In the negative. 


Raguso was charged with having 


stated that the only way to arouse pa- 
triotism In tho United States was by 
destroying property or destroying lives. 
He also said he believed that the Maine 
was intentionally blown up for the pur- 
pose of arousing tho spirit of patriot- 
Ism in this country. 


The expulsion of Haguso followed a 


formal demand on him to sign a re- 
traction which was drafted by a spe- 
cial committee of tho senate and prc- 
sentud to him at tho bar of tho senate. 
He absolutely refused to sign tho re- 
traction. 


Pleads for Open Trial. 


Senator Arnold, one of his fellow so- 


cialists, pleaded that tho expulsion 
resolution bo laid over for one week 
and that tho accused senator be given 
an open trial and bo allowed to bo rep- 
resented by attorney. Arnold's motion 
w.-tH rejected by n. vote of B to 2.8, Sen- 
ators Anderson and Schultz. republic- 
an*, voting with tho three socialists 
for the motion. 


Rnguse, who represents tho Eighth 


senatorial district in Milwaukee, and 
who was a clerk In a mercantile estab- 
lishment thoro when elected to office, 
defiantly told the «on:ito that If h« were 
pxpellod he Intended to be a candidate 
for re-election whon a special election 
was held to nil the vacancy in his office 


and he declared that ho would be re 
elected by a larger vote than he re 
ceived last fall.

submitted to him a copy of a retraction 
which they demanded that he sign or 
present one equally satisfactory in its 
terms. Raguse presented a statement 
which he offered to sign, but it was 
unsatisfactory to the thirty republican 
and democratic senators and they re- 
fused to accept it. 


Raguse said In his statement that his 


remarks of Tuesday evening had been 
misconstrued and that he had not in- 
tended them to convey the thought 
that ho was disloyal. He declared In 
his statement that he was loyal and 
patriotic. Ho wan allowed to have the 
statement spread upon the senate Jour- 
nal, but It did not stop the proceedings 
to expel him. 


The resolution of expulsion declared 


that Raguse wan guilty of contempt, 
disorderly behavior, and conduct unbe- 
coming .1 senator of Wisconsin and 
that ho had contumaciously and wil- 
fully refused to mike a satisfactory 
retraction and apology to the senate 
and roafflrmation of allegiance and 
loyalty to the government of tho Uni- 
ted States and the state of Wisconsin.

We were proud to be 
her children in these unforgetable mo- 
ments when we read in the radiance 
of the faces wo saw the noble sincerity 
of your hearts. 


"And 
I desire to thank also the press 


of the United States, represented by 
you. 
I fully realize the ardent and dis- 


interested help you have given by your 
tireless propaganda in the cause of 
right; I know your action has been 
incalculable. Gentlemen, I thank you. 


. Brotherly love Multiplies. 


"Wo have come to this land to sa- 


lute the American people and its gov- 
ernment, to call to fresh vigor our 
lifelong friendship, sweet and cordial 
in tho ordinary course of our lives and 
which these tragic hours have raised to 
all the ardor of brotherly love—a 
brotherly love which in these last 
years of suffering has multiplied its 
most touching expressions. You have 
given help not only In treasure, in 
every act of kindness arid good will; 
for us your children have shed their 
blood, and the names of your sacred 
dead are 
Inscribed forever In our

it was with a full knowledge of 


tho meaning of what you did that you 
acted. 
Your inexhaustible generosity 


was not the charity of the fortunate to

"Your fellow countrymen knew that 


under the savage assault of a notion 
of prey, which ha« made of war, to 
quote a famous Baying, lit national in- 
dustry, wo were upholding with our 
Incomparable allies, faithful and val- 
iant to tho death, with all those who 
are fighting shoulder to shoulder with 
us on tho firing line, the sons of In- 
domltablo England, a struggle for the 
violated rights of man. for that dem- 
ocratic spirit which the forces ot au- 
tocracy wore attempting to crush 
throughout tho world.

"To accomplish this great work, 


which will be carried to completion, 
we are about to exchange views with 


the men In your government best 
qualified to help. The co-operation of 
tho republic of the United States in 
this world conflict is now assured. We 
work together as free men who are re- 
solved to save tho ideals of mankind."
